DISPLAYS GOOD FORM IN GUESS 
AS TO NUMBER OF REGISTRANTS

The Census Bureau, which has de- 
veloped the art of guessing into a 
science that can do dizzy things 
with figures, did it again with an 
estimate on the number of regls- 


, trants for military 
services. 


It boiled up a mess of statistics 


and brought out 
beforehand

guess that 16,404,000 would register 


>oys between eleven and twenty- 
Ive years old. From that, It sub- 
.racted tho actuarial 
figures on 


he number of deaths that occur 
n those age groups over a ten 
year period. Any figures on newly 
naturalized citizens of that age 
roup were brought in. 
In the

tions, however, that bureau had

material, making allowances 
for 


certain Intangible Influences that 
have been working up in Ameri- 
ca during that period.

In Vermont the bureau 
esti- 


mated that 106 more fhan the 39,-

show up. That was an error of 
about one to every four hundred 
men. 
In three other states, Its misses 


were by hundreds. Oregon pro- 
duced 334 more registrants than 
the 133,000 the bureau 
estimated, 


Utah lacked 778 of finding the 68,- 
000 estimated. 
And New Jersey 


was minus 692 of the 541,000 esti- 
mated. The latter was a miss of 
about one out of every 700.

At least, that is what 
the forestry people discov- 
ered when a skunk came to 
live among them. 


There are few delicacies 


a skunk likes better than 
grub worms. This particu- 
lar skunk got busy at once. 
First thing he knew, the 
grateful human folks there 
had fixed up for him the 
finest living quarters 
any 


skunk ever had. He is hap- 
py and good-natured be- 
cause he can have his fill of 
grub worms. The seedlings 
seem in a fair way to be 
saved. The moral, no doubt, 
is that credit should be giv- 
en where it is due. 


THE NEXT SIX MONTHS 


"The thing is what we do 


with the next six months," 
says Joseph P. Kennedy, 
ambassador to Britain, in 
an interview in the Boston 
Globe.

He has seen what is 
happening to Britain from 
unprepareclness, and what 
might happen to us might 
be almost as bad, if Britain 
went under and we were 
not ready to defend our- 
selves. 


A vast preparedness pro- 


gram is under way, but as 
Mr. Kennedy and various 
other observers say, it isn't 
going fast enough. There 
has to be harder toil and 
more speed and more team- 
work. We have to provide 
the "toil and sweat" that 
Winston Churchill promised 
the British people, in or- 
der to escape the rest of 
that formula, 
which 
was 


"blood and tears," 


And it should be obvious 


that we can't do this tre- 
mendous job of prepara- 
tion on a seven-hour day or 
a 40-hour week, in factory 
or mine or front office or 
anywhere else. 


It should be no less ob- 


vious that we can't do it, 
either, if we're 
going 
to 


keep on squabbling 
about 


politics, What this country 
needs supremely 
is team- 


work. 


Maybe that 
Nazi cam- 


paign in the Balkans has 
been shaken by more than 
•n earthquake.

(Special).—Cotton farmers of the 
United States are better prepared 
through the marketing quota pro- 
visions of the AAA farm program 
to protect themselves from effects 
of the European war today than 
they were during the World War. 


Through the adjustment provi- 


sions of the program and through 
marketing quotas, farmers 
have 


the means of keeping supplies of 
cotton In line with demand—some- 
thing they did not have In 1914, D. 
L. Cothron, state AAA committee- 
man and Lamar County farmer, 
declared. 


"As a result of being unable to 


work co-operatively in adjusting 
production, farmers learned dur- 
ing the last war what happened 
when cotton was thrown on an 
over-supplied market," 
the com- 


mltteeman said. "In 
1914-15 
the 
war weakened demand for a large 
American crop and 
caused 
the 


price to drop from about 12 cents 
to 61-2 cents." 


In contrast 
to that 
situation, 


since the European war broke out 
in 1939, the farm price of cotton, 
supported 
by government loans, 


has Increased slightly despite the 
two-year supply now on hand, he 
pointed out. 


"Cotton 
marketing quotas and 


acreage allotments are the farm- 
er's tools for adjusting the sup- 
ply of cotton to be placed on the 
market." 
Cothron 
continued. 


"During the World War the laws 
of economics worked against the 
cotton farmer. But now farmers 
can, through the AAA program, do 
their own adjusting and place on 
the market that amount of cotton 
which can be sold at a reasonable 
price." 


Facing Serious Situation. 


With exports of cotton reduced 


as a result of the present war and 
other factors, farmers are facing 
a serious situation. Despite the ex- 
port Increase in 
domestic con- 


sumption, estimated to be from 
8,000,000 to 8,500,000 bales this sea- 
son, less than one-half of the 25,- 
000,000-bale world supply of Amer- 
ican cotton will be used this year, 
the commiteeman said. 


World consumption of American 


cotton since 1932 has been equal 
to or well above production In ev- 
ery year except 1937. That year 
! when there was 
no 
adjustment 


I program in effect a bumper crop 
of 19,000,000 bales was produced. 
This large crop brought the sur- 
plus back to tho 1933 levels, null- 
ifying the work of four years of 
cotton 
supply 
adjustment. 
The 


1937 
crop has been responsible for 


the excessive supplies since that 
time. 


Texas farmers will vote, along 


with tho other cotton farmers jf 
the nation, on December 7 to de- 
cide whether they want marketing 
quotas to be in effect on the 1941 
crop. A favorable 
vote 
of 
two- 


thirds is necessary before quotas 
will be operative.

For lovelier eyes, we must look 


to our eye health first. Proper 
rest, nourishment, exercise are es- 
sential. A few moments of relax- 
tion during the day—closing the 
eyes and thinking of black, rich, 
soft textures gently rolling the 
eyes around; looking up and then 
down ten times; from side to side 
ten times; and then obliquely up- 
wards and downwards, ten times, 
will do much, to relax tensions and 
strain. Foods that are rich in Vi- 
tamin A—cscarolle, parscly, leafy 
greens, etc., will help to feed the 
eyes with the essentials for better 
vision; and dally baths with an 


eye cup will clear the eyes of any 
tiny dust particles. Use a clmple 
boric acid solution In'an eye cup. 
Be sure that you rinse the cup 
after doing one eye, and fill It 
with a fresh supply of the wash. 
Never use the same bath .for both 
eyes. 


If the lids aro Inclined to dry- 


ness, gently rub In a little lanolin; 
and for Inflamed lids your doctor 
might suggest a 1 per cent mercu- 
ric oxide yellow ointment. 


The coloring of the eyes can be 


Intensified with the Intellgient ap- 
plication of eye-shadow. Brown 
eyes are deeper when green shad- 
ow Is used. Blue eyes are bluer 
with gray shadow, or violet. Hazel 
eyes can be brightened with blue 
or green shadow, depending upon 
the costume.

If f»x-lnch squares are used nine- 
ty-six squares will be needed, ar- 
ranged 8-12 to make the afghan 
4x6 feet.

Ing flannel for sacques or klmon- 
as, caps, dresses, and gowns, in- 
fants' robing for the wrapping 
blankets, and birds eye for the

COLLEGE STATION, Nov. 28.— 


(Special).—Efficiency of the ma- 
chinery which 
processes, 
trans- 


ports and distributes farm pro- 
duce, C. E. Bowles, extension co- 
operative marketing specialist for 
Texas A. and M. College, believes 
has not kept pace with Improved 
methods of production. 
Buttressing his conclusions with 


demonstrable facts, 'Mr. 
Bowles 


contrasts the share of the con- 
sumens' feed dollar received by 
farmers In the periods 1913-1917 
and 1030-1938. In the former pe- 
riod farmers received an average 
of 55 cents of each consumer's 
dollar, but in tho latter period this 
had declined to 39 cents. Compar- 
ably, 45 cents of the 1913-17 dollar 
went to distribution, including pro- 
cessing and transporting but this 
climbed to 01 cents in the eight 
years after 1930. 


"One 
of the most noticeable re- 


sults of this loss of farmers' ex- 
change," says Mr. Bowles, "is the 
piling up of surpluses of food and 
fibre in warehouses surrounded 
by needy" people on farms as well 
as In the cities."

The World-Tole- 
grnm quotes him as follows: 
"Just after dark, x x x one

mile from the dock when a Dutch 
officer, with a revolver strapped 
on his hip, stopped us, flashed 
a light in our faces and said 
he wanted to use my car. 


"I looked at the revolver and 
told him I'd be glad to help him 
out. He wanted to move his fam- 
ily away from the gasoline tanks. 
It was a pretty good sign that 
the Nazi raider might have put 
a landing party on the island. 


"The gunner got out and hur- 


ried on to his tanker, x x x The 
docks 
were 
alive with 
reports 


that a Nazi landing party already 
was near that way for an attack 
on the 
refinery. 


"x x x As the tanker was mov- 


ing around so it could train its 
guns on the shore, the shooting 
started. There was murder going 
on—machine 
guns 
and 
hand 


grenades. 
Then the tankers be- 
gan firing Into the mess. I knew 
that it must be really 
serious 


when the tankers were 
firing, 


for 
every time they shot 
they 


wort running the chance of blow- 
ing themselves to pieces by ignit- 
ing a 
gas 
pocket that 
might 


have formed while they were tak- 
ing on gasoline. 


"The fighting stopped almost as 


suddenly as it started. 


"The next day officials seemed 


to agree that 35 Germans 
had 


been killed or wounded.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Nov. 28. 


__(;p)-_Out of the frozen Yukon to- 
day came the uncanny story of an 
aged Alaskan sourdough who, dy- 
ing in the wilderness, was believed 
to have deliberately entombed his 
body in Ice to save it from the 
wolves. 


Encased In solid ice, the body of 


84-year-old Edwin 
A. 
Robertson 


was found by a searching party in 
a glacial 
stream 
where a little 


trickle of water still flowed over 
the Ice. 


His rifle, the tracks of wolves 


and a tiny heap of sticks with 
which he had tried vainly to build 
a fire were found 
beside 
the 


stream. 


Robertson, a Maine man who 


had spent most of his life in the 
wilds of Interior Alaska, lived In 
a lonely cabin 
on Seventy-Mile 


River. 
On Nov. 14, he sot out for 


Eagle, near the Alaska-Yukon ter- 
ritory border and less than 100 
miles below the Arcic Cirlce. 


The weather was bitterly cold, 


the route untravelled and without 
shelter and the country infested 
with packs of wolves. 


As United States Commissioner 


R. E. Steel reconstructed Robert- 
son's end, darkness overtook the 
old timer on the trail and he tried 
to camp for the night beside the 
stream. But when he was unable 
to light a fire, death from freezing 
swiftly approached. 


The commsisioner believes the 


howling wolves and the certainty 
of death then impelled the Alaskan 
pioneer to take the step which 
cheated the wolves. 


From the position In which the 


body was 
found 
yesterday 
with 
Parka pulled over his head and 
his arms folded, Steel was convinc- 
ed that Roberston had purposely 
lain in the stream, with the freez- 
ing water trickling over him, to 
make sure the wolves would not 
get his body.

His statement coincided with an

The union called the strike, in- 


volving 7,500 employes, when the 
company refused to discharge a 
mill worker accused by the union 
of threatening a union represen- 
tative in a dispute over dues.

Saturday, Dec. 7, to determln if 
cotton marketing quotas will be In 
effect in 1941, Roy R. Keeling, 
chairman of the Navarro County 
AAA committee, announced this 
week. 


"The question 
to 
be 
decided 


Dec. 7 is whether marketing quot- 
as will be used in connection with 
the 
1941 cotton 
crop," 
Keeling 


stated. "If two-thirds of the voting 
farmers approve, quotas will be 
in effect and will apply to all 
states, counties and communities 
where 
cotton is produced," the 


i committee chairman related. 
I 
Chairman Keeling urged Navar- 


ro County farmers to consider the 
quota provisions and the present 
cotton situation closely and then 
vote their own convictions. He 
emphasized 
that, 
regardless 
of 


how they vote, all eligible grow- 
ers should cast their ballots to 
make the vote as representative 
as possible. 


Under the Agricultural Adjust- 


ment 
Act 
of 
1938, 
marketing 


quotas are applicable to all cot- 
ton except 
that with 
a 
staple 


length of 11-2 inches 
or 
more. 


Each 1940 cotton producer, wheth- 
er owner, tenant or sharecropper, 
will be entitled to one vote. 


The county AAA committee will 


be in charge of all arrangements 
for thp referendum In the county. 


! The committees will select three 
local farmers to serve as the ref- 
erendum committee in each com- 
munity. 


A voting place will be designat- 


ed and a secret ballot provided, 
it was stated. The voting will be 
gin at 8:30 a. m. and will be com- 
pleted at 7. p. m. on election day.
